Funding is also provided in the Long Bill to maintain the salary of the State Public Defender at the level of an associate judge of the Court of Appeals,
and to maintain the salaries of the Alternate Defense Counsel and the Executive Director of the Office of the Child's Representative at the level of a district

court judge.



50 Judicial Department, Trial Courts, District Attorney Mandated Costs -- It is the intent of the General Assembly that $300,000 of the amount appropriated
for District Attorney Mandated Costs be used only to reimburse mandated costs associated with one case: The People of the State of Colorado v. James
Holmes (12CR1522). Should reimbursable mandated costs incurred in FY 2014-15 for this case total less than $300,000, it is the intent of the General
Assembly that the unexpended funds revert to the General Fund.

51 Judicial Department, Probation and Related Services, Offender Treatment and Services -- It is the intent of the General Assembly that $624,877 of the
General Fund appropriation for Offender Treatment and Services be used to provide treatment and services for offenders participating in veterans treatment
courts, including peer mentoring services.
